Lincoln officials plan lawsuit to stop 
trains from stopping in Geneva area

GENEVA — On the first 
day of school last week, for¬ 
mer Lincoln County sheriff 
Earl Dean McWhorter found 
himself waiting at the 
Geneva railroad crossing. 

McWhorter was eighth in 
line and a school bus was 
first in line. The train wasn’t 
moving. And it continued to 
sit still, blocking the school 
kids, McWhorter and even¬ 
tually dozens of vehicles 


from getting to their destina¬ 
tions. 

McWhorter timed the inci¬ 
dent on his watch and said it 
took 25 minutes from when 
he pulled up until the train 
began to move. 

’’Traffic was backed up as 
far as I could see in my mir¬ 
ror,” the 76-year-old law 
enforcement veteran said. 

The problem of Norfolk 
Southern trains stopping on 
the tracks in the McKinney 
area and blocking the 
Geneva crossing — the only 


way across for miles around 
— is of growing concern for 
county officials, who are 
getting earfuls from area res¬ 
idents. 

Now magistrates are talk¬ 
ing about suing Norfolk 
Southern and getting a court 
injunction banning the rail¬ 
road company from blocking 
the crossing for extended 
time periods. 

If that doesn’t solve the 
problem, officials say they 
may start having a judge 
throw Norfolk Southern 
executives in jail.

Redistricting 
proposal would 
cut Rockcastle 
from District 80

FRANKFORT — A redis¬ 
tricting proposal announced 
by state house Republicans 
this morning would remove 
Rockcastle County from the 
house district covering 
Lincoln County. 

The plan, which House 
Minority Leader Rep. Jeff 
Hoover (R-Jamestown) clas¬ 
sified as ”a fresh start” and an 
attempt to be "very fair,” 
attempts to limit splitting 
precincts and pitting incum¬ 
bents against each other. 

Lincoln County and its 
representative, David Meade 
(R-Stanford), would remain 
completely inside District 80, 
but the district itself would 
lose Rockcastle County and 
gain a larger portion of 
Pulaski County, according to 
a map released by the House 
Republican Caucus. 

Rockcastle would be 
moved into District 36, 
which would include Garrard 
County and a small part of 
southern Madison County. 

Meade said he doesn’t like 
the idea of losing Rockcastle 
County from District 80, but 
would accept the change if 
it’s required to get a redis¬ 
tricting plan passed that’s 
good for the state as a whole. 

"I’m not satisfied with that 
(losing Rockcastle). The 
Republican leadership knows 
that but we were all trying to 
do what was best for the 
state, not what was best for 
each individual,” he said. 

Meade said moving 
Rockcastle’s 17,000 residents 
into District 36 helps com¬ 
pensate for population loss in 
the eastern part of the state. 

District 80 would pick up 
almost exactly the same 
number of residents -— about 
17,000 — on the west side of

Correll mum 
on potential 
run for gov.

FRANKFORT 
Stanford banker Jess 
Correll has been suggested 
as a possible Republican 
candidate for Kentucky 
governor in next year’s 
election, but he’s not mak¬ 
ing anything official yet. 

"Jess is honored to be 
mentioned as a potential 
GOP candidate for the next 
gubernatorial 
race," said 
Ben Hughes, 
a spokesman 
for Correll. 

"He is and 
always will 
be committed 
to seeing strong leadership 
in every level of our gov¬ 
ernment." 

Correll, the founder and 
chairman of First Southern 
Bancorp Inc., the parent 
company of Stanford-based 
First Southern National 
Bank, is known locally for 
investing millions in 
restoring historic build¬ 
ings. 

An Associated Press arti¬ 
cle last week listed him, 
along with Louisville busi¬ 
nessman Phil Moffett and 
Kentucky Agriculture 
Commissioner James 
Comer as possible GOP 
nominees for the guberna¬ 
torial race in 2014. 

Hughes did not confirm 
whether Correll was inter¬ 
ested in or planning to run 
for the position, adding 
that Correll’s "name is 
being thrown around as it 
has been for several years 
but there’s nothing new to 
report." 

"There’s no official dec¬ 
laration at this time. His 
name has been out there for 
a while. ... There hasn’t 
been any official move or a 
filing or anything like 
that," Hughes said. 

The governor’s seat is up 
for grabs next year because 
Kentucky limits governors 
time in office to two terms. 
Democratic Gov. Steve 
Beshear is in the middle of 
his second term.

Dispelling the 
myth of a 
'Christian nation' 


Culture warriors, pseu¬ 
do-historians and oppor¬ 
tunistic politicians have 
spent the last several 
decades peddling the myth 
that America was founded 
as a “Christian nation.” 

The propaganda appears 
to be working. 

A majority of the 
American people (51%) 
believes that the U.S. 
Constitution establishes a 
Christian nation, according 
to the State of the First 
Amendment survey 
released last month by the 
First Amendment Center. 

Because language about 
a Christian America has 
long been a staple of 
Religious Right rhetoric, 
it’s not surprising that 
acceptance of this patently 
false interpretation of the 
Constitution is strongest 
among evangelicals (71%) 
and conservatives (67%). 

But even many non¬ 
evangelical Christians 
(47%) and liberals (33%) 
appear to believe the fic¬ 
tion of a constitutionally 
mandated Christian 
America is historical fact. 

Forgive me for being 
snippy, but read the 
Constitution. 

Nowhere will you find 
mention of God, Christ or 
any intention to found a 
Christian nation. 

On the contrary, the only 
reference to religion in the 
Constitution — before the 
addition of the Bill of 
Rights — comes in Article 
VI: 

“No religious Test shall 
ever be required as a 
Qualification to any Office 
or public Trust under the 
United States.” 

This means that political 
power in the United States 
may never be limited to 
people of one faith — a 
necessary condition for a 
“Christian nation” — but 
must be open to people of 
all faiths or none. 

Barring a religious test 
for office sparked wide¬ 
spread outrage in 1787, 
especially in states with 
religious tests designed to 
make sure that only 
Protestants or Christians 
would ever be allowed to 
hold elected office. 

But in their wisdom, the 
Framers in Philadelphia 
knew that the time had 
come to break from the 
precedents of history and 
bar any religious group 
from ever imposing itself 
on the nation using the 
engine of government. 

Even this wasn’t good 
enough for Thomas 
Jefferson and other 
founders who wanted to 
prohibit any and all entan¬ 
glement of government and 
religion in the new nation. 

In 1791, the opening 
words of the First 
Amendment — “Congress 
shall make no law respect¬ 
ing an establishment of 
religion or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof...” — 
were added to the 
Constitution, further ensur-

ing a fully secular state 
with a guarantee of reli¬ 
gious freedom for all. 

Of course, some of the 
founders (not unlike some 
Americans today) worried 
that “no establishment” 
might lead to a breakdown 
in Christian values in 
American culture. 
Alexander Hamilton, for 
example, contemplated the 
creation of a “Christian 
Constitutional Society” to 
promote Christian virtues 
and principles among the 
people. 

But in spite of this anxi¬ 
ety, drafters of the 
Constitution took the radi¬ 
cal step of founding the 
first nation in history with 
no established religion. 

Truth be told, they had 
little choice. 

Religious divisions 
among the many Protestant 
sects in 18th century 
America were deep and 
abiding. Anglicans, 
Quakers, Baptists, 
Congregationalists and 
many others fought bitterly 
over what it meant to be 
“Christian” -— although 
almost all could agree that 
“Papists” (Roman 
Catholics) were followers 
of the anti-Christ. 

In other words, religious 
diversity at America’s 
founding made a necessity 
of religious freedom 
because no one group had 
the power or the numbers 
to impose its version of 
true faith — Christian or 
otherwise — on all others. 

It is worth remembering, 
however, that principles as 
much as practical politics 
inspired many of our 
founders to define reli¬ 
gious freedom as requiring 
no establishment of reli¬ 
gion. 

Roger Williams, to cite 
the earliest and best exam¬ 
ple, founded the colony of 
Rhode Island in 1636 out 
of his conviction that only 
by erecting a “wall or 
hedge of separation” 
between the “garden of the 
church” and “the wilder¬ 
ness of the world” would it 
be possible to protect lib¬ 
erty of conscience as 
required by God. 

Religious freedom, 
Williams argued, is itself a 
Christian principle. 

Any attempt to establish 
a Christian nation, there¬ 
fore, always has been and 
always will be unjust, dan¬ 
gerous and profoundly un- 
Christian.

Looking back at what made news in Lincoln County

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20 Years Ago

These days, you can use credit or debit cards pretty 
much everywhere, from gas stations to restaurants to hot 
dog stands to some vending machines. 

But 20 years ago, the plastic-money craze that has 
become the norm for life now was just getting under way. 

I still remember when gas stations and restaurants first 
began taking credit cards when I was still a small kid. I’m 
sure many people remember before credit cards as we 
know them today even existed at all. 

In August 1993, Lincoln County residents were getting 
an early taste of what was to come with the installation of 
an ATM — apparently uncommon in rural areas at the 
time — at a First Southern National Bank branch in 
Stanford. 

Making the story better was the art which featured a 
young Farris Marcum, who today works for First 
Southern and serves as the Lincoln County coroner. 

Here’s the story as it ran in The Interior Journal on Aug. 
19, 1993: 

Bank is open anytime

There’s no need to panic if you find you need cash on 
a Sunday afternoon. If you have a Cirrus card issued by 
First Southern National Bank you can use an automatic 
teller machine (ATM) at any of their 82,000 locations. 

The bank is presently taking applications for the 
Cirrus card from customers who want the convenience 
of banking at their leisure. In Stanford the ATM. is 
located at the bank’s U.S. 27 branch north of downtown. 

Officers of the bank decided to install an ATM and 
become part of the nationwide Cirrus system after ana¬ 


lyzing the results of a customer survey. 

“Access to an ATM. was the number one priority that 
our customers requested in the survey,” explained David 
Downey, Chief Executive Officer of First Southern 
National Bank in Lincoln County. “Many of our cus¬ 
tomers have moved here from metropolitan areas and 
are used to using the ATM.’s,” Downey said. “They 
want to have the ability to access their bank account at 
their convenience and we want to accommodate them.” 

Downey stressed that the machines are not intended to 
replace the human tellers that work inside the bank. 

We look at the ATM.’s as just an additional service 
because we don’t want to lose our customer contact 
through out tellers,” Downey said. “The machines will 
mostly be used by our customers after hours or to allow 
our customers the convenience of banking in almost any 
city in the United States if they need to.” 

Cards to access the automatic teller machines have 
already been issued to bank employees so they can 
become familiar with the use of the machines and will 
be able to explain the process to new users. 

Customers who desire a Cirrus card must complete an 
application available from customer service representa¬ 
tives at the bank. 

“Generally cards will be issued to all customer who 
have a satisfactory checking account history,” said 
Barbara Young, Vice President of First Southern 
National Bank in Lincoln County.

But hope, when proper¬ 
ly grounded, is more than 
wistful thinking; it is a 
transforming power that 
can energize and enliven 
anyone. Even in the most 
difficult situations in 
one’s life, hope can keep 
one going. 

As that lonely man and 
I talked that beautiful 
morning, I remembered 
some significant words, 
many centuries old, that 
attest to the tremendous 
power of hope. When 
things were not going 
well for him, “Against all 
hope” another man “in 
hope believed and so he 
became...” Because he 
hoped, life, for him, was 
changed dramatically. 

For anyone, hope is a 
transforming power that 
can change life.

At most, 
District 80’s population 
would vary by a net of only 
a few hundred people, he 
estimated. 

Hoover unveiled the 
Republican plan shortly 
after 10 a.m. Thursday, tout¬ 
ing it as a much more even- 
handed approach than the 
previous Democratic pro¬ 
posal — House Bill 1 — that 
failed to pass into law during 
the 2013 regular session. 

Hoover said across the 
state, the Republican plan 
splits two precincts between 
districts. House Bill 1 had 
proposed splitting 152 
precincts, according to the 
House Republican Caucus. 

The Republican plan also 
attempts to limit and bal¬ 
ance situations where cur¬ 
rent incumbents would have 
to face-off for one seat, 
Hoover said. The plan 
would create four such races 
— one between two 
Democrats, one between 
two Republicans and two 
between a Republican and a 
Democrat. 

Hoover noted newly creat¬ 
ed districts in the plan would 
also be split between 
Republicans and Democrats, 
with two new districts con¬ 
taining a majority of regis¬ 
tered Democrats and two 
containing a majority of 
Republicans. 

Meade said Republicans 
estimate the plan saves $1.5 
million compared to the 
failed House Bill 1 plan by 
not splitting current voting 
precincts among multiple 
voting districts. 

House Democrats, who 
outnumber House 

Republicans 55-45 and have 
held the majority in the state 
house for close to 90 years, 
have not yet released a redis¬ 
tricting proposal. 

House Speaker Greg 
Stumbo (D-Prestonsburg), 
said Democrats would take a 
look at the Republican plan 
but disagreed with the idea 
that it saves money because 
precinct lines can easily be 
redrawn to match up with 
voting districts. 

“It is clear that providing 
convenient and updated 
precinct voting places is a 
central aim of Kentucky 
law," the Louisville Courier- 
Journal quoted Stumbo say¬ 
ing. "Pretending that this 
basic function is somehow 
too expensive or complicat¬ 
ed is a disservice both to the 
hardworking clerks who per¬ 
form the task and to the 
Kentucky voters who exer¬ 
cise their most basic demo¬ 
cratic right.” 

Gov. Steve Beshear has 
called a special session that 
begins Aug. 19 to deal with 
redistricting before the next 
general session. 

If elected officials can 
come to an agreement quick¬ 
ly enough, the special ses¬ 
sion could last just five days.

911 Board of Directors, said he 
doesn't see the need to change 
address numbers. 

Changing addresses would create 
many issues for residents, like the 
need for new checkbooks, Faulkner 
said. 

"I think it's a burden that we put on 
people that's unnecessary," he said. 
"You're trying to fix something that's 


not broken to make it easier on the 
911 folks. I appreciate them very 
much, but I don't see placing that 
burden on folks that's not required." 

Clark and other officials such as 
County Attorney Daryl Day have 
argued re-addressing is badly needed 
in Lincoln County because improp¬ 
erly numbered roads make it harder 
for emergency responders to find an 
address, which could delay response. 

According to Clark, the address¬ 
ing issues Lincoln faces include: 


• roads where addresses jump 
thousands of numbers over very 
short distances; 

• roads with numbering that starts 
from the center and counts up going 
out to both ends; 

• roads where even and odd num¬ 
bers have flipped sides from the 
standard setup; and 

• roads that change names without 
the presence of an intersection to 
divide the two names. 

In all, Clark has estimated there 


are 2,000 houses in Lincoln County 
with addresses that potentially make 
it difficult for emergency responders 
to locate them. 

Clark's proposed solution was to 
renumber inappropriately numbered 
roads, giving each address a number 
representative of its distance from 
the beginning of the road. 

Under that system, if a house has 
an address of 1200, it would be 1.2 
miles from the beginning of the 
road.

Stanley said he's waited as long as 45 min¬ 
utes for a train to move from the crossing. 
Driving around means a 15-20 minute trip 
through Casey County and back into 
Lincoln, he said. 

It's a problem that's been happening for a 
while, but recently has been getting a lot 
worse, Stanley said. 

Lincoln County Attorney Daryl Day said 
the exceedingly long blockages of the cross¬ 
ing aren't just inconvenient — they're poten¬ 
tially dangerous. 

If there's an accident or a medical emer¬ 
gency on the other side of the tracks, emer¬ 
gency responders shouldn't have to wait at 
the crossing or take the circuitous way 
around, he said. 

Judge-Executive Jim Adams said the 
county's current ordinances allow it to fine 
Norfolk Southern for blocking a crossing for 
an extended period of time, but only up to a 
maximum of $100. That amount is laughable 
to a railroad titan like Norfolk Southern, 
Adams said. 

Day agreed, explaining that the company 
can easily absorb even huge fines. 

"You can fine Norfolk Southern $1,000

three times a week and they won't care. You 
can fine them $10,000 three or four times a 
week and Norfolk Southern still won't care 
because what they're going to do is they're 
going to add 10 cents a ton to the freight 
they're carrying," Day told magistrates. 
"They're going to make more money back 
but they're going to blame it on us. They're 
such a big corporation that until you start 
talking millions of dollars, it really doesn't 
affect them that much." 

Day said if Lincoln County Fiscal Court 
approves filing a civil lawsuit against 
Norfolk Southern, he can get a local circuit 


court judge to issue an injunction ordering 
the company to stop blocking the crossing. 

If the company continues to stop trains on 
the crossing after that, the county can sched¬ 
ule a contempt hearing with the judge "and 
then see how far up the line we have to go 
with the threat of jail time before someone 
takes us serious." 

Day said it's possible law enforcement will 
have to detain a Norfolk Southern executive 
in Cincinnati — a local hub for the company 
— and then the Lincoln County Sheriff will 
transport that executive to Stanford for a 
court hearing. 

"One night in jail for a guy wearing a suit 
and tie for the railroad means more than a 
$100,000 fine," Day said. 

From their position on "the wrong side of 
the tracks" in Geneva, McWhorter and his 
lifetime friend, former magistrate Dale Reed, 
say whatever it takes to fix the problem, it 
needs to be done. 

"If they don't do something, somebody is 
liable to die," Reed said. "I don't care who 
they put in jail, just as long as it's stopped." 

Adams said after Day drafts the lawsuit, 
magistrates will vote at the Aug. 27 fiscal 
court meeting on whether to file it against 
Norfolk Southern. 

Day said if the lawsuit is filed, he antici¬ 


pates it moving forward quickly. 

"As soon as we can get Norfolk Southern 
served with it, we can get a hearing in front 
of the judges," he said. "I think on some¬ 
thing like this we can get some pretty quick 
action on it within 30-60 days." 

In the meantime, Adams encouraged area 
residents who encounter a train blocking the 
crossing to use the time they have while 
they wait to call a list of phone numbers for 
Norfolk Southern and the Federal Railroad 
Administration and complain.

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Man pleads 
to sexual 
abuse 
charges

STANFORD — A 
Waynesburg man accused of 
incest and sexual abuse of a 
girl under the age of 12 has 
pleaded guilty to three counts 
of first-degree sexual abuse. 

Phillip Oney, of 100 N. 
Railroad St., must register as a 
sex offender and his recom¬ 
mended sentence is 12 years 
— four years for each of the 
counts against him. 

Oney was indicted in 
February for incest, first- 
degree rape and first-degree 
sexual abuse. 

According to the indict¬ 
ment, Oney allegedly had 
"deviate sexual intercourse" 
and "sexual intercourse ... 
through the use of forcible 
compulsion" with a girl under 
the age of 12 who is related to 
him. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, Kentucky State Police 
Detective Michael Keeton 
said Oney admitted to the alle¬ 
gations against him. 

Oney’s attorney Jonathan 
Baker made a motion in May 
to suppress Oney’s admissions 
of guilt to Keeton, asking that 
it not be allowed as evidence 
in a trial. 

Baker argued Oney had not 
been read his Miranda rights 
and wasn’t informed that his 
statements could be used 
against him in a trial, but the 
motion was denied. 

In court documents added to 
the record Aug. 7, Circuit 
Judge David Tapp elaborated 
on why the motion was 
denied. 

During one recorded police 
interview with Oney, Oney 
was not under arrest nor being 
held in custody, so the rules 
regarding Miranda rights were 
not in effect, Tapp wrote in his 
order. 

"There were none of the tra¬ 
ditional hallmarks that the 
defendant was under arrest or 
had any restraint whatsoever 
on his liberty," Tapp wrote. 
"The defendant was at his own 
residence, and voluntarily 
accompanied the officers to an 
unmarked car, that was not 
caged, and the defendant sat in 
the front seat. 

"The officers were in plain 
clothes with firearms con¬ 
cealed. The defendant left the 
car after his interview, entered 
his residence and the officers 
left the location." 

During a later interview, 
Oney had been arrested and an 
officer did interrogate him 
while he was in the back seat 
of a police car, Tapp wrote. But 
Oney initiated the conversa¬ 
tion and the officer did attempt 
to make Oney aware of his 
rights, Tapp continued. 

"Some of the statements of 
the officer were definitely for 
the purpose of eliciting incrim¬ 
inating statements. However, 
the court finds that the conver¬ 
sation with the officer was ini¬ 
tiated by the defendant and in 
response the officer then suffi¬ 
ciently gave the defendant his 
Miranda warnings before con¬ 
tinuing the conversation," 
Tapp wrote. 

"The officer may not have 
quoted Miranda warnings 
word-for-word, but the officer 
successfully gave a warning 
that conveyed to the defendant 
(his Miranda rights)." 

Oney signed a document 
pleading guilty to the amended 
charges against him on Friday. 
The final judgment against 
him had not yet been entered 
into the court record Tuesday.

“In the event that a child is 
abducted or comes up miss¬ 


ing, then we have all the per¬ 
tinent information to try and 
find them,” said Lincoln 
County Deputy John 
Williams. 

Williams said the fraternal 
order of police regularly 
conducts identification 
events at the Lincoln County 
Fair, but now organizers are 
hoping to expand and bring 
events to more areas of the 
county. 


Stanford Police Officer 
Tim Morris said ID cards 
filled out by children’s par¬ 
ents include all the basic 
identifying info used when 
an Amber Alert is issued for 
a missing child. The ID 
events help kids get to know 
law enforcement officers, 
too, he added. 

“A lot of times when peo¬ 
ple come in contact with 
police, it’s in a negative 


environment,” he said. “This 
gives us a chance for them to 
see a personal side to us.” 

Angela Conner of 
Stanford brought her 6-year- 
old son, Conner, to the 
event. 

“It’s better to be safe than 
sorry,” she said. 

The event, which lasted 
from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m., also 
featured a “Dunk-A-Cop” 
tank. 


H’ville ponders retirement 
plan for city employees

HUSTONVILLE — Hustonville City 
Council is considering adding retirement 
benefits for city employees. 

Creating 403(b) accounts — which are 
similar to 401 (k) accounts — for the city’s 
four eligible employees would cost the 
city about $3,700 annually, Financial 
Adviser Allen Goldie told city council 
members Aug. 6. 

Goldie works for Harrodsburg-based 
Goldie Financial and was recommended 
to the city for retirement account services 
by Auditor Craig Butler. 

Under Goldie Financial’s proposed 
retirement system, Hustonville would pay 
3 percent of each employee’s salary into a 
retirement account for the employee, and 
the employee would be allowed to con¬ 
tribute up to $12,000 of their salary, 
before taxes. 

Goldie Financial would receive an 
administrative fee of $40 per participating 


employee. 

Hustonville Police Chief Fred McCoy, 
one of the four eligible employees, said he 
wouldn’t be participating in the retirement 
system if the city council approves its cre¬ 
ation. 

Had the city created a retirement plan 
20 years ago, McCoy said he would have 
participated. He said he approves of creat¬ 
ing a retirement system for other employ¬ 
ees. 

"I commend you all for doing that for 
the rest of them," he said. "That’s how you 
keep good employees." 

Hustonville Mayor David Peyton said 
without McCoy participating, the cost per 
year would be lower than the $3,745 esti¬ 
mate provided by Goldie. 

Two water department employees and 
Hustonville City Clerk Rita Clem would 
also be eligible for retirement benefits if 
city council members approve creation of 
the retirement system. 

Peyton said he supports the plan 
because if the city doesn’t begin offering 


retirement benefits, employees will be 
incentivized to take other jobs where 
retirement benefits are offered. 

Councilman Jimmy Evans and Richard 
Cooper agreed vocally with Peyton. 

"We’ve got outstanding people and we 
need to keep them if we possibly can," 
Evans said. 

Peyton said the cost is negligible 
because the employees in question bring 
in almost as much revenue from collect¬ 
ing fees in a month as the whole system 
would cost in a year. 

"I don’t see cost being an issue here. We 
bring in more in reconnect fees than this 
(costs)," he said. "The benefit to the city 
will exceed the cost involved ... It should 
have been done a long time ago." 

Council members agreed to have City 
Attorney Jonathan Butler take a look at 
the details and then hold a vote at the next 
meeting. 

In other Hustonville business, council 
members approved a 2.5-percent raise for 
Clem and McCoy, retroactive to July 1. 


Parents suing over death of infant

STANFORD — Lincoln County par¬ 
ents of an infant boy who died within days 
of his birth are suing Fort Logan Hospital 
and two doctors they allege failed to prop¬ 
erly care for their newborn. 

Phillip Charles Saylor and Winona 
Childers of Crab Orchard filed the com¬ 
plaint last month in Lincoln Circuit Court, 
naming the hospital and physicians James 
Miller and Naren James as defendants, 
along with Bluegrass Clinic in Stanford. 

Saylor and Childers filed the lawsuit 
themselves, without using an attorney. 


The complaint alleges Hunter Charles 
Saylor was bom July 10, 2012, and died 
13 days later of an unspecified cause. 

The lawsuit states Hunter became a 
patient of the defendants on the day he 
was bom “for the purpose of medical 
services, examinations, treatments and 
diagnoses.” 

The defendants “failed to exercise the 
degree of care and skill that would be 
expected of an ordinarily pmdent or rea¬ 
sonably competent physician or health¬ 
care provider under similar circum¬ 
stances,” and that those failures caused 
Hunter to suffer “severe personal injury 
and death,” the complaint maintains. 


The defendants have not yet officially 
responded to the allegations in the law¬ 
suit, but Keith Bridges, spokesman for 
Ephraim McDowell Health, which owns 
Fort Logan Hospital, said Wednesday the 
health-care company is aware of the law¬ 
suit’s contentions. 

“We continue to look at this complaint, 
and we believe the actions we took were 
in the best interests of the infant,” Bridges 
said. 

The lawsuit seeks an unspecified 
amount of damages for funeral and med¬ 
ical expenses, emotional distress and the 
loss of Hunter’s power to earn money and 
his companionship. 


Road-rage 
shooting 
case goes to 
grand jury 

SOMERSET — A man 
charged in what police 
have called an apparent 
road-rage shooting has 
entered a not guilty plea 
to assault. 

The Commonwealth 
Journal reports 23-year- 
old Troy A. McAninch 
of Stanford 
waived his 
right to a 
p r e 1 i m i - 
nary hear¬ 
ing in the 
Aug. 1 
shooting of 
54-year-old truck driver 
Luster L. Rose of 
Parkers Lake, which 
means the case will go to 
a grand jury. 

Police say McAninch 
became furious at the 
way Rose was driving 
and got out to confront 
him when both vehicles 
stopped at an intersec¬ 
tion in Somerset. 

Police say the situa¬ 
tion escalated quickly 
and an altercation took 
place at the intersection 
that resulted in 
McAninch producing a 
handgun and firing four 
times at Rose. 

Police say Rose 
remains in the hospital 
in critical condition. 

McAninch’s next court 
appearance is scheduled 
for October. 

McAninch has bonded 
out of the Pulaski 
County jail.

LIBERTY — Without 
police escorts and grand fan¬ 
fare, a group of Kentucky 
men silently returned to the 
state sporting a national title.

“I’m just pleased to 
have two very good partners 
who played well under pres¬ 
sure and do what they did to 
help us finish well and get a 
national title.” 

Beeler, who has been 
playing pool since 1987 and 
has won over 300 tourna¬ 
ments, collected $2,800 and 
a trophy for the national win. 

According to Beeler, the 
BCA national tournament is 


the largest pool tournament 
in the world and draws in 
some of the sport’s best 
players. “There’s a lot of 


good players out there, and it 
takes perseverance and 
determination to get to that 
level,” he said. 


In addition to playing 
games of eight-ball, teams 
undergo what Beeler called a 
“very grueling experience.” 


There were 277 billiards 
tables on which there were 
games going the entire time 
during the 16-hour days 


between July 17-27. Teams 
also dealt with the long 
hours, continuous play and 
the time change. 

“It was a big event,”

big challenge.”

Besides competing in the 
three-man nine-ball chal¬ 
lenge, Beeler, Lawson and 
Tran also were on a team of 
five, which placed 17th out 
of 550 teams. 

Beeler also competed in 
the singles eight-ball event 
and finished ninth out of 
1,086 players. He won 
$1,500 for ninth. Lawson 
also competed in the event,

Adding weaning 
weight to calves 


With good beef cat¬ 
tle prices expected this 
fall, livestock produc¬ 
ers should add all the 
weaning weight possi¬ 
ble to calves. 
Producers can increase 
calf weaning weight 
by properly using 
growth-promoting 
implants, rotational 
grazing, creep feeding, 
and reducing calves' 
exposure to parasites. 

Using an implant 
program can get you 
25-40 pounds more 
per calf at weaning 
time. That’s a great 
return for the money 
spent on an implant. 
By the time calves are 
three to four months 
old the majority of 
their nutrients should 
come from something 
other than their moth¬ 
er’s milk. Rotational 
grazing will keep pas¬ 
ture in front of the calf 
fresh and vegetative at 
all times. This will 
increase both pasture 
digestibility and calf 
rate of gain. This qual¬ 
ity pasture also helps 
the cow milk better 
and stay in better con¬ 


dition. 

Another way to 
increase weaning 
weight is to creep feed 
by using concentrates 
to supply extra nutri¬ 
tion to calves. 
However, the most 
economical method is 
to creep feed for the 
short term, the last 45 
days prior to weaning. 
This will stimulate 
growth almost as 
much as season-long 
creep feeding. The lat¬ 
ter provides a low con¬ 
version of feed to 
additional gain for 
calves on grass- 
legume pastures. So 
plan to start creep 
feeding in mid- 
August. 

If grass is plentiful, 
but not high quality in 
July and August, a 
limit-fed, high-protein 
creep feed will boost 
pasture intake and uti¬ 
lization resulting in 
increased calf per¬ 
formance. If drought 
occurs and pasture is 
short but good quality, 
a limit-feed, high- 
energy creep feed is 
preferred. Salt is a 


good method to con¬ 
trol creep feed intake. 
Pink eye and exposure 
to parasites will 
reduce calf weaning 
weights. 

You will lose 30 to 
70 pounds of weaning 
weight for every calf 
that has pink eye. 
Good fly control, pas¬ 
ture management and 
use of quality minerals 
will help on pinkeye. 

Parasite contamina¬ 
tion decreases calf 
grazing. This lowers 
dry matter intake and 
the nutrient use effi¬ 
ciency, resulting in 
decreased weaning 
weight. Parasite con¬ 
trol for fall born calves 
is a must and you will 
generally see a benefit 
for spring born calves 
also.

Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife limits the 
number of participants to 
avoid overcrowding and the 
consequent safety issues. 

Hunters interested in 
reserving a space for these 
unique hunts must register 
by calling Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife at 1-800-858- 
1549 weekdays from 8 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. Eastern time. 

Limited spaces are allot¬ 
ted on a first-come, first- 
served basis. Registration 
is open through Aug. 23, or 
whenever all the slots are 
filled. Most mentor-youth 
hunts will be held this year 
on Sunday, Sept. 1, the 
opening day of dove season 
statewide. Clarks River 
National Wildlife Refuge 
will conduct mentor/youth 
hunts on Sept. 1, 7, and 8. 
These fields open to public 
hunting Sept. 9. 

The mentor-youth dove 
hunts offer adults an oppor¬ 
tunity to initiate youth aged 
15 years and under into the 
enjoyment of an early sea¬ 
son dove hunt. Each adult 
may take one or two 
youths. Hunter education 
and licensing requirements 
apply to those participating 
in these hunts. 

Hunting hours run from 
2 to 7 p.m., local time on 
Sept. 1. Hunters must be 
out of the field by 7:30 
p.m. Hunt groups must 
check in prior to hunting 


and check out prior to leav¬ 
ing the field with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife staff 
members. 

Mentor-youth fields 
located on private land are 
open to public hunting on 
Sept. 4. These fields then
